During the interview, I would like to discuss the 35 U.S.C. § 102 (e) rejections of claims 
1-63 based on U.S. Patent No, 5,361,776 ("Samuelson") as discussed in paragraphs 2-15 of the 
Office action dated December 15, 2003. More specifically, I would like to discuss the 
Examiner's interpretation of the phrase '"physiological patient data from a cyclic physiological 
waveform" as used in the claims. Applicants submit that Samuelson does not disclose the 
display of physiological patient data from a cycUc physiological waveform as suggested in the 
Office action, but instead discloses t)ie display of measured voltages that result from the 
apphcation of interrogating voltage pulses via an electrode. It is Applicant's position that such 
data is not from a cyclic physiological waveform 

Further, depending on tlie outcome of the above discussion, Applicant would like to 
discuss Umitations of some of the dependent claims which Applicant beheve arc not disclosed by 
Samuelson. Please let me know if you require additional information regarding these dependent 
features.
